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EXPLANATION OF CROCHET STITCHES. 

Chain. — Make a slip knot on needle, draw thread through this 
loop. Draw wool through second loop and continue for 
whatever length of chain is required. 

Single Crochet. — Put hook through work at stitch indicated in 
directions; draw thread through woik and through loop on 
needle at same time. This is sometimes called Slip Stitch 

Double Crochet. — Put hook through work, thread over hook 
and draw through, making two loops on needle; thread over 
again and draw through both loops. 

Treble. — Thread over the needle; hook through work; thread 
over and draw through, making three loops on needle; 
thread over, draw through two loops, thread over again and 
draw through remaining two. 

Double Treble. — Thread over hook twice; hook through work; 
thread over and draw through, making four loops .n, -*edle;, 
thread over and draw through two loops, then the aeconu 
two, and lastly the remaining two. 

Long Treble. — Thread over hook three limes; hook through 
work; thread over and draw thrcugh making five loops on 
needle; thread over and draw through two at a time. 

Picot. — A Picol stitch is made by working 4 chain, then making 
a double crochet in the fourth chain from needle. 

Star Stitch.— On a given number of chain pick up four in addi- 
tion to the loop on needle, thus making five stitches; draw 
wool through all five together; then make one chain. For 
■ext star draw thread through the hole under the one chain; 
then through the back thread of former star and pick up 
two more chain and draw through all five loops together. 
In second row — make three chain to commence. Pick up 
the second and third of these, then the back thread on top 
of star below, and lastly draw thread through eye of star 
below, and draw wool through all five loops together; 1 
chain and proceed as before. 

*ii used to indicate repetition of preceding instructions. 

Calls for finishing off cords at waist, etc. Work 4 chain and' 
join into a ring, into which put 14 treble (3 chain to begin 
counts as 1st treble), then make 1 double crochet into each alter- 
nate treble (this will draw it almost close up). Break off end 
of thread and sew on to end of cord.

No. 1.— KILTED KNITTED PETTICOAT. 



MATERIALS. — 4 skeins 3 ply wool and fine bone 
knitting needles. 

Cast on 110 stitches. 

1st ROW. — Knit 10. pur! 1, knit 10, purl 1, to end 
of row. 

2nd ROW.- — Knit 2. purl 9, knit 2, purl 9 to end of 
row. 

3rd ROW.- — Knit 8. purl 3, knit 8, purl 3 to end of 
row. 

4th ROW.— Knit 4, purl 7, knit 4, purl 7 to end of 
row. 

5th ROW. — Knit fi, purl 5, knit 6, purl 5 to end of 
row. 

6th ROW .- -Knit ti. purl 5, knit 6, purl 5 to end of 
row. 

7th ROW.— Knit 4, purl 7, knit 4, purl 7. to end of 
row. 

8th ROW. — Knit 8, purl 3, knit 8. purl 3 to end of 
row. 

9th ROW. — Knit 2, purl 9, knit 2, purl 9 to end of 
row. 

10th ROW. — Knit 10, purl 1, knit 10, purl 1 to end 
of row. 

Repeat from 1st Row until length required. Nine 
blocks of the pattern make a nice length. This forms 
the skirt. 
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THE WAIST. — Knit first stitch, then knit 2 to 
gether all along the row until the last stitch, which 
knit singly. 

2nd - ROW.-— Knit plain. 

3rd ROW. — Knit 2. * Wool over needle, slip 1. 
knit 2 together, knit 1. Repeat from *, knitting - the last 
2 stitches plain. 

4th ROW-- Knit plain. 

5th ROW.- -Knit 8, purl 2, knit 2, purl 2, knit 2 , 
until there are only 8 stitches on needle, which knit 
plain. 

Repeat 5th Row until waist is six inches long, then 
knit 6 plain rows. Cast off all but the last 10 stitches. 
Knit these 10 stitches plain backwards and forwards, 
until 4^ inches long, and cast off loosely. This forms 
the shoulder strap, and finishes one side of petticoat. 

Knit the other side the same way, and sew together, 
leaving space for armhole each side. Crochet 1 treble 
1 chain all round neck, and work a small shell of 5 
treble into each chain space all round. Trim the sleeves 
in the same way. Edge skirt at hem by making 7 
treble into one stitch ; miss 2 stitches, 1 double croc 
het in next. Miss 2, and make 7 treble on next all 
round. Thread ribbon through holes at neck and 1 
waist. 

No. 2.— CROCHET PETTICOAT. 

MATERIALS. — 4 ply wool, bone crochet needle. 

Make 162 chain for top of bodice part. 

1st RO\Y r . — Miss 4 chain, double crochet on next 
two, *2 chain, Miss 2, D.C. on next 2. Repeat from 
*to end of row. Tun. with 4 chain. 

2nd ROW. — Miss 2 d.c.. 2 D.C. on ch. of former 
row, 2 ch,, 2 D.C. in ch. of former row. In this row ; 
make 2 ch. 2 D.C. twice in the seventh, fourteenth, 
twenty-eight, and thirty-tilth hole to form the back 
sleeves and front. Increase at these points for six 
row's, then join the two groups of 2 D.C. to form the 
1 tr. into each space and 1 ch. 1 tr. between the 2 D.C. 
armhole. Now work thirty-six rows in the same way, 
but without increasing, then work one row of 1 ch. 
of former row. 
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THE SKIRT.— 1st ROW.— Make 1 D.C. in first 
space, * 5 chain, miss 1 space, 1 D.C. in next. Re- 
' peat from * 3 times more, then 5 ch. 1 D.C. in every 



3rd space, till there are 6 spaces at end of row, when 
one space only is missed for three times. Turn with 
3 chain. 

2nd ROW. — Put 2 tr., 2 eh., 2 tr. into every space 
of former Row. Repeat this row three times more, 
working backward and forward. 

NEXT ROW. — Now work all around, instead of 
backward and forward. * Put 2 tr., 2 ch., 2 tr. in 2 chain 
of former Row, and 1 tr. between the groups of treble. 
Repeat from * all around. Work 13 more rows the 
same as last. Work a row of double crochet down 
the backs and along both sides of the plaquet to make 
the opening firm. Work a row of edging around neck 
and sleeves, making 5 tr. in each alternate hole, and 
1 cl.c. in the hole between. Around hem make 7 tr. 
into the two chain and 1 d.c. on the treble between 
the groups. Run narrow ribbon in neck and waist, and 
ten buttons down back to fasten. 



No. 3.— BABY’S KNITTED PETTICOAT. 



MATERIALS. — Andalusian Wool, and fine bone 
needles. 

This is a particularly pretty light petticoat, and may 
be made lighter by using vest wool, or even lighter, b} 
using Shetland wool. 

Each pattern has 12 stitches, and 2 extra are allowed 
at each end of the needle. 

Cast on 112 stitches. Knit two plain rows, and <>• 
rows of ribbing, 2 plain, 2 purl, then commence the 
pattern. 

1st ROW. — Slip 1, knit 1. Knit 2 together twice. 
*wool over the needle, knit 1 four times. Knit 2 to- 
gether four times. Repeat from * until you have only 
6 stitches on the needle. Knit 2 together twice. Knit 
last two plain. 

2nd ROW-— Purl. 3rd ROW— Plain. 4th ROW. 
—Purl. 

This completes the pattern. 

Repeat last four rows 16 times. Knit one more plain 
and one more purl row, then make a beading for the 
ribbon. Wool twice over needle, knit 2 together, all 
along. 

NEXT ROW. — Knit the stitch and purl the loop. 

NEXT ROW.— Plain. 

NEXT ROW.— Purl. 
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Knit 1, knit 2 together until last stitch, which knit 
plain. Knit 10 plain, knit 2 purl, 2 plain, until there 
arc only 10 stitches remaining on needle, which knit 
plain. 

Repeat last Row 26 times. Then reverse the 2 plain 

2 purl, so that the plain come over the purl, and the 
purl over the plain for 6 rows. Then knit 4 plain rows 
right across. Cast off all but 12 stitches, which knit 
backwards and forwards for 38 rows for shoulder 
straps ; cast off ; make the other side the same. 

Join shoulder straps to body, and sew up sides, leav- 
ing space for arm hole. 

Work edging round neck. 1 treble with 1 chain be- 
tween in every alternate stitch, taking 1 treble into 

3 at the corners to mil re it. Next Row, slip stitch into 
1st treble; make * 3 chain, 2 treble, in same stitch. 
Miss 1 treble and slip stitch to next. Repeat from *. 

For Sleeves, omit the row of treble and chain. 

Run ribbon at neck and waist. 



No. 4.— CROCHET PETTICOAT (Winter). 


MATERIALS. — 4-ply wool and bone hook. 

Make 109 chain, turn and make 1 double crochet into 
every stitch. Turn with 3 chain and make 1 treble in 
every stitch. Turn with 3 chain and put 2 treble in 
same stitch, *miss one and put 1 double crochet in 
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next, miss one and put 3 treble in next, and repeat from 
* to end of row, ending with 1 double crochet. Turn 
with o chain and put 2 treble in same stitch, then * 1 
double crochet in centre stitch of group of 3 treble of 
former row, then 3 treble into double crochet stitch 
of former row, and repeat from * to end of row. Re- 
peat last row five times more, then begin and work 
around and around the petticoat, putting 5 treble into 
every double crochet stitch, and 1 double crochet into 
centre one of every group of former row. Repeat 
this round twenty times, then work all around 1 double 
crochet into first stitch of former row, *2 chain, 1 
double crochet into next, and repeat from * all around 
and break olf. 

A ribbon may be run in w r aist to tie, or petticoat may 
be attached to a waist of flannel or any material de- 
sired. 


WAIST FOR PETTICOAT. 

Work the waist in plain treble in the first row, miss 
ing 1 d.c. ever few stitches to reduce the width, so 
that you have 72 treble stitches. Work six rows of 
treble, taking through both threads. 

Then work 20 treb. ■, turn and work backward and 
forward, again turn and work 6 treble, turn and work 
these 6 backward and forward again and break off 

Work other side of back the same. 

For the front — Miss 3 treble and work across front 
leaving 3 treble unworked at opposite side. 

Finish in the same way' as backs. 

Sew shoulder straps together. 

Begin at bottom of placket and work double crochet 
all up the side to the top. Slip stitch into first treble 
at top * 3 ch. 1 tr. in same stitch, miss 2 treble, slip 
stitch into next, and repeat from * all around neck, and 
finish with double crochet to end of placket. Work 
the edge around arm holes. 

Run ribbon in waist and sew buttons on back to 
fasten. 
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No. 5.— BABY’S WINTER PETTICOAT. 



MATERIALS.— 4 ply fingering wool and 4 bone 
needles. No. 10. pointed at each end. Commence with 
the border. Cast on 20 stitches. 

1st ROW.— Knit plain. 2nd ROW.— Purl. 3rd 
ROW. — Plain. 4th ROW. Purl. 5th ROW. — Knit 
1, * wool over needle, knit 2 together. Repeat from * 
until last stitch, which knit plain. 6th ROW.- -Knit 
plain. 

Repeat these 6 rows until there are 52 open stripes. 
Cast off and join. 

TIold the right side of the work towards you and 
take up the stitches on three needles, 70 on each. 

FIRST TWO ROUNDS purl. 

3rd ROUND . — * Knit 1. knit next 4 stitches to 
gether, repeat from * all around. 

4th ROUND.—* On the single stitch of last round 
knit 1. on the 4 knitted together— purl 1, knit 1, purl 
1, knit 1, purl 1 (5 stitches on the one). Repeat from 
* all around. 
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5th, 6th and 7th ROUNDS. — Purl. 

8th ROUND. — * Knit 1, slip the needle into the 
next 5 stitches and knit them together. Repeat from 
* 

9th ROUND. — * On the plain stitch of last row knit 
1, on the 5 knitted together— purl 1, knit 1, purl 1, 
knit 1. Repeat from *. 

NEXT 2 ROUNDS.— Plain. 

NEXT ROUND.— Purl. 


NEXT PATTERN (which is quite simple). 

1st ROUND. — * knit 1, purl 1, knit 3, purl 1. Re- 
peat from *. 

2nd ROUND.— Like the first. 

3rd ROUND.— Purl. 

4th ROUND. — * Knit 1, purl 5. Repeat from *. 

Repeat these 4 Rounds twelve times. 

To decrease for the waist — knit 2 together 22 times, 
then knit 3, knit 2 together until there are only 44 
stitches left on last needle, then knit 2 together 22 
times, which will end the round. Divide in equal 
parts for front and back, putting those for the front 
on to a single needle. 

FRONT. — Knit 2, purl 2 three times, then knit 1, 
purl 1, until there are only 12 stitches on needle, then 
knit 2, purl 2 three times. Repeat this row until the 
front of waist is 4| inches long, changing the 1 purl, 1 
plain each row so that the plain stitch comes above 
a purl and vice versa. Now, with wrong side of work 
towards you knit 2, purl 2 three times, then knit across 
the centre part plain. Repeat this row 7 times more 

Knit backwards and forward on the first 32 stitches, 
still in ribbing of 2 plain, 2 purl, till strap is 2£ inches 
long, and cast off. Take wool again and cast off all 
across front until the last 12 stitches, work these tie 
same as opposite side in ribbing to match. 

Work the back exactly the same as front. 

Join shoulder straps together and sew up sides, 
leaving space for arm holes. Work edging around 
neck, 1 treble with 1 chain between in every alter 
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nate stitch, taking 1 treble into 3 stitches at each cor- 
ner to mitre it. 

NEXT ROW. — Slip stitch into 1st treble, make * 
3 chain. 2 treble in same stitch, miss 1 treble and slip 
stitch into next. Repeat from <! . 

For sleeves omit the row of treble and chain. 

Run ribbon at neck and waist to tie at front. 


No. 6.— POKE BONNET. 

MATERIALS. — * 1 ply fingering wool and No. 10 



bone needles. 

Cast on 48 stitches, knit 6 rows plain. 

NEXT ROW. — Knit 5, cast off 3, knit to end of row. 

NEXT ROW.- — Knit back until you come to the 
cast off stitches, then cast on three stitches and knit 5. 

Continue in this way knitting plain all the way, but 
casting off the three stitches every fifth row and cast- 
ting them on in the sixth row, until there are 18 holes, 
then knit six rows plain. 

NEXT ROW. — Cast off 12 stitches at front of bon 
net where the holes are, then knit to end of row, fold 
the work in half and pick up the stitches where bon 
net was commenced, leaving the last 12 stitches at 
front unworked. 

Now knit for the neck, three rows of ribbing, 2 plain, 
2 purl. 

IS 
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NEXT ROW. — Knit 2, * wool over needle, knit 2 
together, knit 1. Repeat from * to end of row. Now 
3 more rows of ribbing. 

NEXT ROW.— Knit 24, * knit 1, and make 1 in 
next stitch, knit 1. Repeat from * until there are only 
24 stitches left on needle, knit these plain. 

NOW 8 ROWS of plain knitting and cast off. 

Sew up back of bonnet. Run ribbon through holes 
around face and through holes at neck. Finish with 
small rosette and strings to tie. 


No. 7— COTTON HAT (Pointed Border). 



MATERIALS. — Coarse perle cotton, No. 3. and 
steel crochet hook. 

Begin with 4 chain and join into a ring. 

FIRST ROUND. — 8 d.c. into the ring. Join this 
and every' round by slip-stitching into the first stitch, 
and always take up the back thread only. 

2nd ROUND. — *1 d.c., into first stitch, 2 d.c. in the 
next stitch. Repeat from * all around. 

3rd ROUND. — * 1 d.c. in each of first 2 stitches, 2 
d.c. in the next stitch. Repeat from * all around. 

4th ROUND.- — * 1 d.c. in each of first 3 stitches, 2 
d.c. in next stitch. Repeat from * all around. 

Continue to work in tin's way, making one extra 
stitch between the inci eases in each round, until there 
are eighteen rounds. 

Next ROUND. — Plain, with no increase. 

Next 3 ROUNDS. — Decrease in these 3 rounds as 
follows: — * 1 d.c. in each of the first 7 stitches, and 
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then make 1 d.c. in the 8th and 9th stitche- taken to- 
gether. Repeat from * all around. 

Next 15 ROUNDS. — Plain, no decrease. 

BRIM. — Turn and work in the opposite direction. 

1st ROUND. — 1 treble into every stitch all the way 
around. 

2nd ROUND. — 1 d.c. in each of first three treble, 3 
chain, and 1 d.c, in each of next three treble all around. 

3rd ROUND. — Slip to centre of first three double 
crochet — • ** 7 chain, 1 d.c. in centre of next three 
double crochet, and repeat from ** all around. There 
will be 34 holes of 7 chain. 

4th ROUND. — Into first three loops of 7 chain make 
3 d.c., 3 ch., 3 d.c., 3 cli., 3 d.c., into fourth loop make 
3 d.c., 3 ch., 2 d.c., 7 chain, turn and make 1 single 
crochet into centre double crochet stitch of last loop, 
7 ch., 1 single crochet into centre of next loop 7 chain, 
1 single crochet into centre of next loop, turn and make 
3 d.c., 3 ch., 3 d.c., 3 ch., 3 d.c., into each of first two 
loops, into the third make 3 d.c., 3 ch., 2 d.c., turn * 7 
ch., and make 1 single crochet into centre stitch of 
loop, repeat from * once. Turn and into first loop 
make d.c.. 3 ch., 3 d.c., 3 ch„ 3 d.c., into second loop 
make 3 d.c., 3 ch., 2 d.c., turn with 7 chain and make 
1 single crochet into centre of loop Turn and make 
3 d.c., 3 ch., 3 d.c., 3 ch., 3 d.c., into the loop, then 
work down the side of all the unfinished loops, 2 d.c.. 
3 ch., 3 d.c., and one point is finished. Work one more 
point exactly the same, in the next one work over five 
loops of chain instead of 4 to commence, then work 
three more points over four loops, then one point over 
five loops, and one over four loops. The two longest 
pints come at front and back of Cap. Make a ribbon 
rosette and sew a little to the left side of front. 

No. 8— CROCHET BONNET (Square Crown). 

MATERIALS. — 2 ply fingering or Ivorine wool. 
Bone hook. 

Make 4 chain and join in a ring, then pull up the 
loop on needle. *Wool over and draw hook through 
ring, wool over again, and through ring, pull wool 
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through all stitches together, 1 chain, take up a loop 
through ring and repeat from * until there are 8 clus- 
ters in the round. Join. 



2nd ROUND.— Drop the loop and draw it through 
space under join. In that space make one cluster, in 
the next space make two. Do this all the way round. 
There will be four increased spaces, which form the 
four corners of the crown. Work 11 rounds, putting 
2 clusters between the two corner ones and 1 cluster 
in each other space. 

FRONT. — Begin at one corner Do not increase, 
but work 1 cluster in each space until fourth corner 
is reached, leaving one side of crown unworked. 
Turn 1 ch. 1 D.C. in first space, 1 ch. 1 D.C. in next 
space to end of row. Repeat these two rows until 18 
rows are made, At the end of last row turn and work 
along the neck. Make 1 D.C. in each space across 
lower side of crown and end of other front. On this 
row work five rows in double crochet, then turn and 
work four rows along the front; on the first row mak- 
ing one stitch in each space, and one at top of each 
cluster, and fasten off. Make ribbon rosettes over the 
ears and strings to tie. 


No. y— BABY BOY’S HAT. 

MATERIALS,— -Use Andalusian and steel hook No. 
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4. Carlson Currier’s knitting silk, shade 190, tor the 
edge. 

Commence with f> chain, join, and into ring put 8 
double crochet. Continue without making a join. 



2nd ROUND.- — 2 treble into each double crochet. 

3rd ROUND. — 2 treble into each treble, then begin 
the pattern of Star Stitch, working a round for seven 
rounds, increasing every few stitches by making 3 
stars over 2, so as to keep the work flat. 

11th ROUND. — Plain Star Stitch, with no increase. 

12th ROUND. Decrease by making one star over 
two every 8th star. 

Next 5 Rounds without increase or decrease. 

18th ROUND.- One double crochet into every 
stitch, taking up both threads. 

Tilth, 20th. and 21st ROUNDS like 18th. 

22nd ROUND. Star pattern, increasing every 5th 
stitch. 

23rd. 24th, and 25th ROUNDS- Star pattern in- 
i n asing every 9th Star, 

2(ith ROUND.- Star pattern with no increase. 

27th ROUND. — With silk make 1 double crochet 
in every stitch, taking up both threads. 

28th ROUND.- With silk double crochet into every 
stitch, taking up back thread only. 

Make ribbon rosettes, and put on each side with a 
band of ribbon across the front of hat, joining rosettes 
together. Strings may be added if desired. 

Star Stitch is worked thus:- Make 3 chain, taking 
up all 3 stitches on needle and the top of 1st 2 treble. 
* Draw wool through all 5 stitches 1 chain. Take up 
I stitch in eye of star (made by 1 chain) 1 stitch at 
back of last stitch of former star, and 1 stitch on each 
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of next 2 treble stitches. Repeat from *. 

For smaller hat work only 6 rows of star stitch in 
stead of seven for crown. 


No. 10 — CROCHET BONNET (for Baby Girl). 



MATERIALS.-— 2 ply wool, and fine bone crochet 
needle. 

Make 24 chain. 

Make 3 treble in 3rd ch. from needle. * Miss 2 chain 
and make 1 single crochet on next, 1 ch. 3 tr. in same 
place. Repeat from *. There will be 8 shells on the 24 
chain Turn with 3 ch. Make * 1 single crochet in 
hole formed by 1 ch. of former row, 1 ch. 3 tr. in same 
place. Repeat from * seven times more. 

Make K! more rows and break off wool. This forms 
crown of bonnet. 

Begin at bottom of one side and work same pattern 
all up along top and down other side. Turn with 3 
chain as in crown and repeat pattern for 20 rows. 

BORDER. — * 7 long tr. (wool twice over needle) 
into centre of shell, 1 long tr. in next shell. Repeat 
from * all round bonnet- 

Edge with knitting silk. 3 ch 1 single crochet into 
each tr. all round. 

2nd ROW. — 3 chain, 1 s. cr. into every hole all 
round. Finish off and thread ribbon round neck to tie 
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No. 11.— CROCHET HAT (Cotton). 



MATERIALS. — Perle Cotton No. 5, or knitting silk. 
Medium crochet needle. 

Commence with 5 chain. Join into a ring and into 
this ring put 14 double crochet. Work around and 
around without joining, taking needle through both 
threads of each stitch throughout. 

Next ROUND. — Make 1 d.c. in first stitch, and 2 
d.c. in next stitch all the way around. 

Next ROUND. — Make 1 d.c. in each of first 2 
stitches, and 2 d.c. in next stitch all the way around. 

Continue in this way, making 2 d.c. into the second 
stitch of each of the seven increases all the way around 
until there are 18 stitches between each increase. 

Now work 3 rounds with no decrease. 

Next 2 ROUNDS. — Decrease by missing every 8th 
stitch all the way around. In the second round make 
the. decrease midway between the decreases in former 
round. 

Now work 14 rounds plain, with neither increase nor 
decrease. 

Next ROUND. — Join, then make 5 chain to com 
mence, then make 1 double treble (cotton tivice over 
the needle) into every alternate stitch, with 1 chain 
between each d. treble all the way around. 

Next ROUND. — Make 1 d.c. into every double 
tieble, and every chain all the way around. 

Next ROUND. — Make 2 d.c. into every 8th stitch 
and 1 d.c. in all others all around. 

Next ROUND. — Make 2 d.c. into every 10th stitch 
(letting the increase come between the increases in 
former row) and 1 d.c. into all others all around. 
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Next ROUND. — increase in every 20th stitch. 

Next ROUND. — Increase in every 21st stitch. 
Now work 9 round without increase and join. 
Thread ribbon through open treble and make a 
rosette for the front. 

No i 2 —BABY'S FIRST BONNET. 



MATERIALS. — 3 ply wool, and fine bone knitting 
needles. 

Cast on 55 stitches, and knit plain for 40 rows. Then 
knit the middle 13 stitches, taking 1 from the 21 each 
side to form the crown till all are knitted off, and you 
have only 13 stitches on the needle.

Take a bone crochet needle and make 1 double 
crochet in each stitch all round bonnet. 

2nd ROUND. — 1 treble in each alternate stitch with 
1 chain between. 

3rd ROUND. — Slip stitch into top of first treble * 3 
chain, 3 treble, all in same space. Miss 1 treble and 
slip stitch into next. * Repeat all round, and finish off 
Run ribbon all around bonnet, leaving ends at centre 
of back and centre top of front, and tie in bows. Make 
ribbon rosettes, and sew on with strings to tie in front 
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No. 13.— CROCHET BONNET. 



MA I'KKIALS. Knitting silk or No. 5 perk 1 cotton, 
steel hook No. 3. 

Make 26 chain rather loosely ; turn'and put 2 treble 
into 4tlt chain from needle, miss 1 and put 1 double 
crochet in next, *miss I and put 3 treble in next, miss 
1 and put 1 double cmch<t in next. Repeat from * to 
end of chain, finishing with the double crochet stitch. 
Turn with 3 chain and put 2 treble into the last double 
crochet stitch of former row, then put 1 double 
crochet in centre stitch of every group of M treble, ‘and 
3 treble in every double crochet of former row. R< 
peat last row 15 times and fasten off. Begin again at 
lower right hand corner and work the pattern righl 
up the side across the top and down the other side, 
then turn and work backward and forward for 22 
rows. 

Now work all round entire bonnet, 1 treble into first 
double crochet. *2 chain and 1 treble into centre stitch 
of treble group of former row, 2 chain and 1 treble into 
next double crochet stitch, and repeat from * all 
around When you get around (o front of bonnet 
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work across the front 1 double crochet into first treble, 
3 treble into second treble, and so on, turn and work 
back again until there are 6 rows of the pattern. Mow 
work one row, all around entire bonnet. Next one row 
with 5 treble in place of 3, and finally edge with one 
double crochet, 2 chain, in top of every treble stitch 
and single crochet in the double crochet stitches of 
former row. Thread a narrow ribbon through holes 
and tie in small bow at 7 ack of bonnet, put rosettes 
and ribbon to tie at fronts. 


No. 14.— KNITTED TUFTED BONNET. 



MATERIALS. — 1 n z. 4-ply wool and No. 8 
needles. Cast on 24. 

1st ROW.— Plain. 

2nd ROW.— Purl. 

3rd ROW. — Slip 1, knit 2 together to end of row. 
last stitch single. 

4th ROW. — Slip 1, knit the next stitch. ** then the 
loop between this and the next, then the next stitch, 
repeat from * to end of row. 

Next ROW. — Plain. 

Next ROW.— Purl. 

Repeat last 4 rows 9 times. 

After the plain row' continue to knit across 
top of piece of work and down other side. You 
will have 68 stitches on the needle. Now 

continue pattern as usual until there are 11 
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rows of dots. Cast off. Work one row of double 
crochet all round entire bonnet, then one row of treble, 
one treble into each double crochet taken through both 
threads. Now a row of shells. Single crochet into 
first treble 3 ch., 2 tr., all in same place, miss 2, single 
crochet into next, 3 ch. 2 tr., all in same place. Repeat 
all around and finish off. Thread narrow ribbon 
through the treble right around bonnet and tie in tiny 
bow at the back. Sew ribbon at fronts to tie. 


No. I 5— CROCHET JACKET (Two Colors.) 



t his is a very easily made jacket, and is very pretty. 
MATERIALS. — 4 ply wool, 3 skeins of white, and 
2 skeins of pale pink. Bone hook. 

With white wool make 44 loose chain and into these 
work 1 D.C. into 4th ch. from needle. 1 ch. Miss 1 
ch. and 1 D.C. in next, and repeat to end of row. Turn 
with 2 chain. This is all the pattern there is. In the 
second row make the D,C. stitch between the D.C. of 
former row, that is to say, work into the chain hole. 
Work 44 rows like this. This piece forms the back— 
Work 5 D.C. with .1 ch. betvveen each turn and repeat 
for 48 rows. Break off and work another narrow 
piece to correspond on other side of back. The work 
now resembles a long sailor collar. Then commence 
at one corner of the back with pink wool, and work 
round and round the whole piece of work for 6 rows. 



always in the same pattern. Make 2 stitches in the 
same place at each corner of back and four corners of 
top and bottom of front. This increase by degrees 
forms a little turned over collar. Then work 8 rows 
of white. 

Put back and sides together, and sew up, leaving 
about .10 stitches open at the bottom, and leave suffi- 
cient for the armhole open at top. 

SLEEVE.— Work round and round armhole, for 
25 rows, then do fi rows of D.C. in pink without a ch. 
stitch between, then 4 rows of white with 1 ch. 
between. 

BORDER. — All round jacket and edge of sleeves 
with pink wool work 1 slip stitch into 1st hole, 3 ch.. 
2 tr., slip stitch into next hole; repeat all round. Turn 
collar over and sew ribbon to tie. 


No. 16 "BABY'S KNITTED JACKET. 



MATERIALS. — 3 ply wool, and tine bone needles. 

Last on <>0 Stitches. Knit 14 rows in ribs of 2 plain. 
2 purl. 

loth ROW- — Slip 1, * wool over needle, knit 2 to- 
gether. Repeat from * to end of row, knitting last 
stitch plain. 

lhth ROW. — Plain. 

17th ROW. — Knit 3 plain, 3 purl, all along. 

Knit the jacket in squares of 3 plain, 3 purl, in al- 
ternate threes, and reverse after three rows. Knit 57 
rows in this way. 
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Cast off middle 18 stitches. Keep the 21 stitches on 
one side, and on the other side work 21 rows for the 
shoulder; then at the same side as the back cast on 12 
more stitches, and work on the whole row as many 
rows as there were in the middle of the back. 

Make the row of holes and 14 rows of ribbing. 
These sides join, leaving enough for arm holes. 

Work the other side the same way. Then take up 
the stitches along the top — the 12 that were cast on; 
also the side of the 21 rows of the shoulder and the 
18 that were cast off; and for the other side 21 shoul- 
der and front 12. Make a row of holes as before, 
and 14 rows of ribbing to match the bottom. 

SLEEVES. — Cast on 42, and work 36 rows in the 
same pattern as the body of jacket. Then make a row 
of holes, and 10 rows of ribbing, and cast off. Sew up 
and put into arm holes. 

Run ribbons in the holes at top and bottom. 


No. 17— BABY’S KNITTED JACKET. 



M ATERIALS.— 4 ply lingering wool and bone knit- 
ling needles. 

Cast on 54 stitches, and knit 4 ribs plain. 

9th ROW. — Plain. 

10th ROW.— Purl 43. Knit 11. 
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11th ROW. — Knit 11 plain, then knit 2 together, 
all across to the last stitch, which knit plain. 

12th ROW. — Knit the stitch and the loop between 
the stitch, until the last 11, which knit plain. 

13th ROW.— Plain. 

14th ROW.— Purl 43. Knit 11. 

These six rows form the pattern. 

Knit four stripes of the plain (4 ribs) and four of 
the pattern. After knitting 2 ribs of the fifth plain 
stripe, cast on 12 stitches for the shoulder, and finish 
the plain stripe. Then make 1 stripe of the pattern. 
Make 2 ribs plain, and cast off 18 stitches. Narrow 1 
stitch on each of the next 2 ribs. Then make 1 stripe 
of the pattern. Add one stitch on the next 2 ribs, and 
on the 3rd row cast on 18 stitches for shoulder, and 
finish plain rib. Then 1 stripe of the pattern. Knit 
2 ribs plain, and cast off 12 stitches, leaving 54 stitches 
on the needle. Knit 2 ribs plain. One stripe of the 
pattern, one stripe plain, one stripe pattern, one stripe 
plain, one stripe pattern, one stripe plain. This is the 
centre of back of jacket. Repeat directions backwards 
to make the other side. This forms the body of jacket 
Sew shoulders together. 

THE YOKE. — Pick up all the stitches around the 
yoke, and knit 6 ribs plain, knitting 3 stitches together 
in each row at the four corners on the right side of 
the work. 

Make a beading by putting wool over needle twice, 
and knit 2 stitches together for one row. Next Row 
—Knit 1 stitch and purl the loop. Then take steel 
needles, and knit, 2 plain, 2 purl, for 9 rows, and cast 
off. 

THE SLEEVES.— Cast on 33 stitches. Knit 4 
ribs plain, and increase 1 stitch at top of sleeve every 
second row, until there are 44 stitches. Make 3 stripes 
of the pattern, and 3 stripes of plain without increas 
ing. Narrow 1 stitch at top of sleeve every 2nd row 
until you have 33 stitches again. Take up all the 
stitches at wrist, and knit one row plain, then make 
beading as on top of jacket. Knit one row plain, then 
take the steel needles and knit 2 plain, 2 purl for 9 
rows and cast off. Thread ribbon in neck and sleeves. 
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No. 18.— BABY’S JACKET. 



MATERIALS. — Andalusian wool and steel crochet 
needle Np. 3. 

Commence by making 78 chain. Turn and make J 
treble in 6th stitch from needle. Then make 1 chain, 1 
treble, in every alternate stitch, making in all 37 holes. 
Turn with 2 chain, and put 2 double crochet into ever) 
hole. Turn with 2 chain, and make *1 double crochet 
in every double crochet of former row, taking up the 
back thread all along, except in the 17th. 23rd, 50th 
and 56th stitches, in all of which make 3 doable crochet 
taken through both back and front threads to form the 
in rease for arm hole. Repeat this row 20 times, put 
ting 3 double cr diet in centre stitch of each 3 double 
crochet of former row. There will now be 10 ribs 
ip your work. Turn with 2 chain and make 1 double 
crochet in each stitch until you come to first increase 
for arm hole, where work to one double crochet in 
centre one of 3 double crochet, 3 chain, and join into 
centre, of opposite increase.

manner. Turn with 4 chain, and make 1 chain, 1 
treble, into every alienate stitch of last row, taking 
up both back and front threads.

make 3 treble in first double erocliet of former row, 
'‘single crochet into double crochet on top of treble 
stitch, 4 chain, 3 treble, into same place, and repeat 
from * to end of row. Turn /ith 4 chain and make 
3 treble in last single crochet of former row, *1 single 
crochet into space made by 4 chain of former row, 4 
chain. 3 treble, in same space, and repeat from * all 
along row. Repeat the last row until jacket is as 
long as required, about 32 rows. 

FOR THE SLEEVE. — Work the pattern the same 
way as the skirt of coat, turning the work each row. 
In the first row make the single crochet into every 
3rd double crochet, beginning on the double crochet 
row under centre of arm hole. 

2nd ROW. Turn with 4 chain and make 3 treble in 
last single crochet of former row. "Single crochet 
into space made by 4 chain of former row, 4 chain, 3 
treble, in same place and repeat from * to end of row. 
Turn and repeat last row 21 times. Break off wool 
and sew up sleeve. Take the crochet hook and woo! 
again and make 1 double crochet into chain space all 
the way around. Without turning, work 2 double 
crochet in every hole made by 3 chain. Then work 1 
single crochet into first double crochet of former row, 
*3 chain, 3 treble, into same stitch, miss 2 double 
crochet and put 1 single crochet into next, and , epeat 
from * all around. 

F.DGE. — Make 5 treble into every 3 chain of former 
row and 1 single crochet into centre of each group 
of 3 treble all around. Work edge all round entire 
jacket and break off. It may have a final edging of 
silk if desired, consisting of 1 chain. 1 double crochet 
into every stitch all around. Run ribbon in holes at 
neck and end of yoke and at wrists. 


No. 19.— FINE CROCHET JACKET. 

MATERIALS. — Shetland wool, fine bone hook. 
Make 66 chain 

1st ROW. — Turn 2 tr. into 4th ch. from needle, miss 
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ono, I d.c. in no t cl i . stitch, ** miss one. 3 tr. in next, 
miss ono, 1 d.c. in next. Repeat from ** to end. 



2nd ROW. — Turn with 3 ch. 2 tr. into d.c. stitch, 
then work 1 d.c. in centre stitch of every 3 tr., and 3 
tr. in every d.c. stitch of former row all across. 

Repeat 2nd Row 28 times. Break off wool. Now 
make 20 chain (for first sleeve), then make I treble in 
double crochet at end where you broke off’, * 1 chain, 1 
treble in centre of 3 treble group, 1 chain, 1 treble in 
next double crochet. Repeat from * to end of row then 
make 23 chain for opposite sleeve. Turn and make 2 
treble in 4th chain from needle, miss one, 1 double 
crochet in next, then continue working pattern all along 
chain across back (putting 3 treble into one treble and 
1 double crochet into next alternately) and along re- 
maining 18 chain. Repeat 2nd Row of jacket 10 limes 
more. Now work the pattern 11 times. Turn and work 
backward and forward 4 times more. Break off. Make 
14 chain (for front) then work the pattern as usual 
from neck to cuff. Work as usual back to neck, then 
along the 14 chain. Turn and work 10 more rows. 
You are now at front. Now make 1 treble (4 chain to 
turn and make 1st treble), 1 chain, 1 treble alternately 
irn the same way as on back until you have 19 holes. 
Leave remainder iniworked. This finishes sleeve. Now 
work pattern over the holes until the front is the same 
length as back from holes to hem. Work 
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other front the Mine. Sew up sleeve from cuff to about 
three inches below the rows of holes. 

Edge all around entire jacket and sleeves with row 
of shells, putting 5 treble into every double crochet 
stitch, and 1 d,c. into centre of every trohle group all 
around. Finish off with silk, 1 d.c. into every stitch 
all around. Thread ribbon through neck, sleeves, and 
at waist. 



MATERIALS. — 1 ply wool, and steel needles. No. 8. 

Cast on 45 stitches, and knit four ribs plain. 

9th ROW. Plain. 10th ROW.— Purl. 

lltl) ROW. — Knit 2 sts. together all the way across 
until last stitch, v'hich knit plain. 

12th ROW. — Knit each st. and loop between each 
st. 13th ROW. — Plain. 14th ROW. — Purl. 

These six rows form the pattern stripe. Knit 4 
stripes of ■ibs and 4 of the pattern. After knitting 
2 ribs of the fifth ribbed stripe cast on 12 sts. for the 
shoulder, and finish stripe. Then make 1 stripe of the 
pattern. Make 2 ribs plain and cast off 18 sts. Narrow 
1 st. on each of next two ribs. Then make 1 stripe of 
pattern. Add 1 st. on next 2 ribs and on third row 
cast on 18 sts. for shoulder, and finish plain stripe, 
then 1 stripe of pattern. Knit 2 rihs plain and cast off 
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12 sts., leaving 45 sts. on needle, and knit other 2 ribs 
plain. *Then make seven stripes alternately, pattern 
and plain, to form the back and repeat backwards from 
*, Sew up shoulders. 

YOKE. — Pick up all the stitches round the yoke, 
and knit 6 ribs plain, knitting 3 sts. together in each 
row at the four corners on the right side of the work. 
Make a beading thus: Put wool over needle twice, 
and knit 2 sts. together to end of row- Next row, knit 

1 st. and purl loop. Next row, plain. Then knit 2 plain, 

2 purl for about one inch, and cast off. 

SLEEVE. — Cast on 31 sts. Knit 4 ribs and in- 
crease 1 st. at the top of sleeve every second row, until 
there are 41 sts. Make 3 stripes of the pattern, and 

3 plain, without increasing. Then narrow 1st at top of 
sleeve every second row until you have 31 sts. left, and 
cast off. Take up all the stitches round wrist, and 
make beading the same as at the neck, with about an 
inch of 2 plain 2 purl and cast off. Sew up sleeves, and 
attach to arm hole, letting any fulness come to top of 
shoulder. 

BELT. — Take up all the stitches round bottom of 
jacket; kmt one row and make the beading as before, 
finishing with about 2 inches of the 2 plain, 2 purl. 
Run ribbon in neck, wrists, and waist. 


No. 2 1 -BABY’S JACKET, WITH MAGYAR 
SLEEVES. 

MATERIALS. — 4 ply fingering wool and No. 10 
bone needles. Cast on 60 stitches'. 

1st ROW.— Plain. 

2nd ROW. — Purl. 

3rd ROW. — Slip 1, then knit 2 together all the way 
across until last stitch, which knit plain. 

4th .ROW.— Slip 1 stitch at beginning, then knit the 
next stitch and the loop between that stitch and the 
next, and repeat to end of row, knitting the last stitch 
plain, when you will have 60 stitches on the needle 
again. Repeat these four rows fifteen times more. 

Cast 28 stitches on to one needle, knit all across, and 
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cast on 28 stitches at other end of needle. Continue 
the four pattern rows, repeating- eight times. Knit 1 
plain row, then purl 48 stitches. 



Cast off the next 20 stitches, and purl the last 48. 

Next ROW. — * Slip 1st stitch, Unit 2 together until 
last stitch, which knit plain. 

Next ROW'. — Slip J, then knit the stitch and loop 
between until last stitch, which knit plain. 

Next ROW. — Plain. 

Next ROW.— Purl. 

Repeat from * to end of plain row, and cast on 14 
stitches for front of jacket. Turn and continue work- 
ing the four rows of the pattern 8 times. Cast off 28 
stitches from the sleeve end, and work the pattern 
rows 14 times more.

Now begin on the remaining 48 stitches, and work 
other side the same. 

Begin at the cuff, and sew up the sleeve and down 
the side to within two inches from the bottom. 

1’IDGE. — Work 1 d.c. into every stitch all around 
jacket except neck and sleeves, where work a row of 
1 treble, 1 chain, 1 treble, then work a row of shells 
all around. For shells make a single crochet into first 
d.c.. stitch of former row 3 chain, 3 treble, miss one, 
and then 1 single crochet in next. Repeat from *. Run 
ribbon in neck and sleeves to tie.

treble in (>th chain from needle. Then make 1 chain. 1 
treble, in every alternate stilch. making in all 37 holes.

Turn 
with 3 chain and make 3 treble all in one stitch (taking 
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through both back and front threads always now), 
*miss one, and 1 double crochet in next, miss one, 3 
tieble in next, and repeat from * all along row. Turn 
and put 3 treble in each double crochet and 1 treble 
ir- centre stitch of 3 treble. Repeat this row 28 times, 
then work scallops all around jacket, putting 5 treble 
in centre of 3 treble, and 1 double crochet on each 
double crochet. 

THE SLEEVE. — Work the pattern (3 treble and 1 
double crochet) around and around the arm hole for 
19 rows, then make a row of 1 treble in centre of 3 
treble, 1 chain and 1 treble in double crochet all the 
way around, and finish off with scallops the same as 
around jacket. Run ribbon through holes at wrists 
and end of yoke. Turn back fronts of yoke an ’. sew a 
crochet or pearl button on for ornament. 


No. 2 3 — INFANT'S SINGLET. 

MATERIALS. — Ivorine or 2 ply wool, and fine 
bone needles. 



Cast on <10 stitches. 

Knit 2 plain, 2 purl, until the work measures 1<) 
inches in length. Cast off loosely until there are only 
12 stitches on the. needle. Continue knitting these 12 
stitches, 2 plain, 2 purl, until the shoulder strap is 41, 
inches long. Cast off loosely. 

Knit the other side in the same manner. Join the 
shoulder straps to body of shirt, and sew u^, sides, 
leaving sufficient space for arm hole. 
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Crochet 1 treble, 1 chain, all round neck and sleeves, 
with a row of shells above them. Thread ribbon in 
neck. 


No. 24— KNITTED SHIRT (Open). 



MATERIALS .— 2 ply wool, and Xo. 8 steel or fine 
bone needles. 

Cast on 131 stitches. 

Knit first Row plain. 

2nd ROW— Knit 10 plain stitches, then 3 purl, 3 
plain, until there are only 10 stitches left on needle, 
which are to be knitted plain. 

3rd and FOLLOWING ROWS. — Knit 10 plain 
stitches at beginning and end of every row, and the 
remainder 3 plain and 3 purl, changing every fourth 
row so the pattern forms what is called basket stitch 
or checks. 

YOKE. — -Knit 39 stitches plain. Turn and knit 
backwards and forwards for 24 rows, or 12 ribs. Cast 
off from front end 29 stitches, and knit the remaining 
10 backwards and forwards, for 28 rows or 14 ribs. 
Cast off. 

Knit next 53 stitches, for the back of shirt, back- 
wards and forwards for 24 rows. Cast off. Knit re- 
maining 39 stitches for 24 rows. Cast off 29 from 
front, ler. ,ing 10 on needle, which are to be knitted for 
28 rows. Cast off. Sew straps to back, and work 
small shell in crcchet ill round neck and sleeves.

MATERIALS- Lvorinc or 2 ply wool, and fine 
bone needle s. 



Cast on 48 stitches. 

Knit first row plain. Knit 2, purl 2, all along. 

Next ROW.— Knit 2, purl 2. 

Next ROW. Purl 2, knit 2. 

Next ROW. — Pur] 2, knit 2. 

Continue these four rows till the vest is about nine 
inches long. Cast off all but 10 stitches, and continue 
these like the pattern for four inches. Cast off. Make 
the other side the same, sew shoulders to opposing 
body of shirt, and sew up the sides, leaving room for 
arm hole. 

With a fine bone, crochet needle make a row of small 
shells all round neck and sleeves.

Slip first stitch, * wool over needle, 
slip 1 , knit 1 , pass slipped stitch over knitted one and 
repeat from * to end of row. Knitting the last stitch 
plain. Then work five more rows of ribbing'.

Next 3 R( )\\ S. — Reverse, making 3 purl over the 
3 plain stitches and 3 plain over the 3 purl stitches.

No. 27 — MODESTIES (Plain Knitting). 

MATERIALS. — 4-ply tingering wool and fine bone- 
needles (No. 8 steel). 

Cast on 64 stitches and knit first row plain. Now- 
knit 5 rows of ribbing, 2 plain, 2 purl. 


Next ROW. — Slip first stitch **wool twice over 
needle, and knit 2 together. Repeat from ** to last 
stitch, which knit plain. 



Next ROW. — Slip first stitch, then knit the stitch 
and purl the loop to end of row. 

Then work 3 rows of ribbing 2 plain 2 purl. 

The next 56 rows (28 ribs) are knitted plain. 

Next ROW. — Cast off first three stitches and knit 
to end of row. Repeat last row, decreasing at begin- 
ning of each row until 18 have been cast off at each 
side, leaving 28 stitches on the needle. Knit these 28 
backward and forward 12 times. 

Next ROW. — Cast on three stitches at end of row. 
Repeat this row, increasing at the end instead of com- 
mencement of each row, until there arc 64 stitches on 
the needle again. Knit 56 rows plain, then 3 rows of 
ribbing, 2 plain, 2 purl. 

Next ROW. — Slip first stitch **wool twice over 
needle, and knit 2 together. Repeat from ** to end 
of row, last stitch plain. 

Next ROW.— Slip first stitch, then knit the stitch 
and purl the loop to end of row. Now knit 5 rows of 
ribbings, 2 plain and 2 purl, and cast off loosely. 

Pick up the stitches all around the leg and knit 6 
rows of ribbing, 2 plain, 2 purl. Cast off. Finish 
other leg in the same way. Sew up the sides. Thread 
ribbon in holes at waist.

1st ROW. — Plain, then work around in ribbing, 2 
purl, 2 plain, for 8 rounds. Now work in plain knit- 
ting. 

Tn the 11th, 13th, 15th, 17th. 1.9th, and 21 c. rounds 
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increase one at the beginning of the round by knitting 
■first into the front, and then into the back of first 



•'titcli ; knit to end of round, and increase in last stitch. 
Knit all the rounds between plain up to the 22nd 
round. 

Now take three more needles, and knit the other leg 
the same. 

At the end of 22nd round of first leg, cast on 7 
stitches, then take up the second leg and knit it on, 
joining the wool firmly at the beginning. At the end 
of the round cast on 7 more stitches. There are now 7 
stitches made between the legs at back and front. 

Where the two pieces are joined together it is better 
to keep the stitches on the six needles for a few 
rounds, and then arrange them on only three. 

In the 9th, 14th, 19th, 24th, 29th, and 34th rounds 
increase 1 before and after the middle stitch of the 7 
extra stitches at the back of seat. All the other rounds 
up to the 56th are knitted plain. 

56th ROUND. — Begin at the first of the 7 extra 
sritches, and knit 2, purl 2, all the way round. 

Work 10 rows without increase or decrease. 

Next ROUND. — Slip 1, * Wool twice over the 
needle, knit 2 together. Repeat from all around. 

Next ROW.- — Knit the stitch, and purl the loop all 
around. Then 4 more rounds of ribbing, 2 plain, 2 
purl. 
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Now work backward and forward to raise the back. 

Knit 60 stitches, counting from the first of the extra 
7, turn and knit back for 100 stitches. Turn and knit 
94, turn and knit 88. 

Continue in this way, knitting 2 plain, 2 purl, ail 
the time, until there are only 28 stitches left at the 
centre, then cast off all round.

MATERIALS.- --4-ply lingering wool, four No. 10 
bone needles, pointed at both ends. 

Cast on 112 stitches, 32 on first needle, 48 on second 
needle, and 32 on third needle. 

Knit 16 rounds in ribbing of 2 plain, 2 purl, then 
work in plain, knitting until jersey is 12 inches long. 
Now divide in equal parts, having 56 on first needle 
and 28 on each of the others. Now knit backward 
and forward on the 56 stitches, knitting forward and 
purling backward, for about 24 rows. Knit 12, turn 
and work on these 12 stitches backward and forward 
for six rows on right side of work, which will form 
the left shoulder. 

Next ROW. — Knit 2, cast off 2, purl 4, cast off 2, 

Next ROW. — Purl 2, cast on 2, purl 4, cast on 2, 
purl 2. This forms the button holes. Knit one more 
plain row and east off the 12 stitches. Take -wool 
again and knit right across vo other side, turn and 
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purl 12, turn and work four more rows alternately 
plain and purl, and cast off these 12 stitches. Leave 
this needle with the 38 remaining stitches. Now knit 
the back, taking the 56 stitches onto one needle. Work 
30 rows, then knit plain right across, turn and ** purl 
12, turn and knit 12, repeat from ** once more, and 
cast off the 12 stitches. Take up the stitches all along 
the neck (76 stitches), and knit 10 rows of ribbing, 2 
plain, 2 purl, and cast off. 

In the 5th ROW. — Knit 2, cast off 2, and finish as 
usual. Returning, cast 2 stitches on again above those 
cast off in former row to form button hole. 

FOR THE .SLEEVES. — Commence at Join under 
the arm, and pick up the stitches all around the arm 
hole, us'ng 3 needles. 16 on first needle, 20 on second 
and 16 on third. Knit around and around for 20 rows. 

Next ROUND. — Knit 4, slip 1, knit 1, and pass 
slipped stitch over the knitted one, then continue all 
around to six stitches before end of row, when knit 2 
together, knit 4. Knit 5 rows without decrease, then 
repeat decrease row until only 44 stitches remain. 
Continue knitting without decrease until sleeve is six 
inches long, then knit 12 rows of ribbing, 2 plain, 2 
purl, and cast off. Sew on 3 buttons at neck. Before 
knitting left sleeve sew edge of front over the extra 
four rows of the back so as to form the arm hole. 


No. 3 2 —BABY’S GLOVE. 

MATERIALS.— Andalusian Wool. Steel knitting 
needles No. 14. 

Cast on 48 stitches, 16 on each needle. 

1st ROUND. — Plain. Then 22 rounds of ribbing, 2 
plain, 2 purl. 

Next ROUND. Plain. 

Next ROUND . — 9 Wool over needle, slip 1, knit 1, 
pass the slipped stitch over the knitted one, and repeat 
from * all around. 

Next ROUND.— Plain. 

The rest of the glove is worked in moss stitch, which 
is really only 1 plain. 1 purl, arranged so that the purl 



stitches are over the plain, and vice versa. As there is 
an uneven number of stitches on the needle, every 
round begins and ends with a plain stitch until the 
thurn is reached. 



Work in moss stitch for 12 rounds. 

Slip 12 stitches on to a safety pin, and leave them 
for the thumb. 

Cast on 4 stitches, and knit in moss stitch around 
and around for 22 more rows. 

Next ROUND. -Knit 2 together ail around. 

Next Two ROUNDS. — Plain. 

Next ROUND.— Knit 2 together all round. 

Next ROUND.- Plain. Break off wool with a long 
end. 

Thread a wool needle with this, and take it through 
all the stitches, draw up on the wrong side and sew 
neatly together. Now work the thumb. Take all the 
stitches off the safety pin on to a knitting needle, and 
pick up the 4 stitches which were cast on. Knit back- 
ward and forward in moss stitch for 10 rows. 

Next ROW.— Knit 2 together all along row. 

Next ROW. — Purl. 

Next ROW.— Knit 2 together all along. 

Next ROW. — Purl. 

Now break off wool and draw together on the wrong 
side, and sew neatly down the open space to hand. 

Thread ribbon at wrist to tic. 
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No. 3 3 — BABY'S COAT (With Square Yoke). 



MATERIALS.- — Andalusian and Shetland wool. 
Fine bone crochet hook. 

Make 78 chain. 

With Andalusian Wool commence with 78 chain. 
Turn and make 1 treble in 6th stitch from needle. 
Then make 1 eh., 1 tr., in every alternate chain stitch, 
making in all 87 holes. Turn with 2 chain, and put 2 
d e., in every hole. Turn with 2 chain, and make 1 
d.c., in every double crochet of former row, taking 
up the back thread all along, except in the 17th, 23rd, 
dOth. and 56th, in which make 3 d.c., taken through 
both back and front threads. This forms the increase 
for armholes. Repeat this row 22 times, putting 3 
d.c., in centre stitch of each 3 d.c., of former row. 

Turn with 2 eh., and make ! d.c,, in each stitch until 
first increase is reached, where make 1 d.c., in centre of 
3 double crochet, 3 eh., and join into centre of next 
increase. This forms the armhole; work across to next 
increase and proceed in the same manner. Turn with 
3 chain. Now make 1 ch.. I tr., into every alternate 
stitch of last row. taking up both threads. 

SKIRT OF COAT. With Shetland wool work 2 
d.c. into every space and 1 d.c. on every tr. all along 
the row, turn. 
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:] ch., take 2 st. in the 3 ell. and 1 in each of the next 
two d.c. on work, making 5 sts. on the hook for the 
first star. Wool over needle, and take off all 5 sts. 
together, and finish the star with 1 ch. For the second 
star take a st. below the 1 ch., one st. at side of the 
star and in next 2 d.c. on work. Repeat all along. 

Turn and work I d.c. in top of each star, and 1 d.c, 
in each eye of star formed by the 1 ch. 

Work these two rows for whatever length the coat 

required, and finish off. 

SLEEVE.- Fasten the wool in the lower side of 
armhole, and work a row of 26 stars for the sleeve. 
Work the same as for skirt of coat for 10 rows, then 
sew up. Begin the cuff by a double crochet in every 
alternate stitch of last row. Work around four times, 
then a row of 1 d.c. with 2 ch. between for the ribbon, 
one more row of d.c., then a row of shells to finish off. 
For shells make * 3 ch. 3 tr., miss 2 d.c. and slip st. 
into next. Repeat from * all round. 

Make a row of 1 d.c. 2 ch. all round neck, then one 
row of d.c., followed by the shells as at wrist. Con- 
tinue the shells all round coat. 

Run ribbon through beading at neck, wrists, and 
under yoke. 

Pearsall’s knitting silk worked all round shells is a 
great addition to beauty of coat. Make one double 
crochet in every stitch. 


No. 34.— COAT FOR BABY. 

This coat is suitable for a child of from 8 to 0 
months to 2 years. 

MATERIALS.- Andalusian and 2-ply fingering, 
fine bone or medium steel hook. 

Commence with Andalusian wool and make 78 
chain. Turn and make 1 treble in 6th stitch front 
needle, then make 1 ch. I tr. in every alternate chain 
stitch, making in all 37 holes. Turn with 2 chain and 
ptt' 2 d.c. in every hole. Turn with 2 ch. and make

Ireble in first d.c. of former row. *Slip stitch into 
d.c. on top of d. tr. stitch, 2 ch. 3 tr. into same place, 
and repeat from ,!t to end of row. Turn with 3 chain, 
make 3 tr. in last slip stitch of former row. **Slip 
stitch into space made by 2 ch. of former row, 2 ch. 
3 tr. in same place, and repeat from ** all along. 
Repeat the last row until coat is as long as required. 
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THE SLEEVE.— Work the same as skirt of coat. 
In the first row make the slip stitch in every 3rd d.c. 
beginning- tinder centre of arm hole. Work backward 
and forward 21 times. Sew up sleeve. Take the wool 
again, and make L d.c. into chain space of last row . 
3 ch. and double crochet in next chain space all the 
way round. Without turning work, two double crochet 
in every hole made by 3 chain. Then work 5 more 
rows, putting I d.c. into every d.c. of former row. 
tak’ng up both threads. 

EDGING. — Make 1 d.c., miss 2, and then make 1 tr.. 
2 d. tr. (w'ool twice over needle), 1 triple tr. (wool 
three times over needle), 2 d. tr., 1 tr., all into next d 
crochet, miss two, 1 d.c. in next, and repeat all around. 
Finish with silk putting 1 d.c. into every stitch, taking 
up both threads. 

THE COLLAR. — Make 2 d.c. in every hole at neck, 
and 1 d.c. in every treble. Turn with 4 chain and 
work as for skirt of coat, making the slip stitch over 
every treble. Work ten rows. Now work an edge 
all around collar and entire coat, the same as on 
sleeve, making the shell in every second treble, and 
double crochet in every space made by 2 chain. Edge 
with silk, putting 1 d.c., in very stitch except in cen- 
tre of shell, where put 2 d.c. 'Thread ribbon through 
holes at neck and under yoke. 


No. 3 5— BABY’S TUFTED COAT. 

MATERIALS.- 3 ply or Tvorine wool, and fine bone' 
crochet needle. 

Commence by making 78 chain. 

Turn, and make 1 treble in (5th stitch from needle, 
then make 1 chain, 1 treble, in every alternate chain 
stitch, making in all 37 holes. 

Turn, with 2 chain, and put 2 double crochet in 
every hole. Turn with 2 chain, and make 1 double 
crochet in every double crochet of former row, taking 
up the back thread all along except in the 18th, 25th, 
50th and 57th stitches, in which make 3 double crochet. 
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taken through both back and front threads to form the 
increase for arm hole. 



Repeat this row 22 times, putting 3 double crochet 
m centre stitch of each 3 double crochet of former row. 
Turn with 2 chain, and make 1 double crochet in each 
stitch, until you come to first increase for arm hole, 
where make 1 double crochet in centre of 3 double 
crochet 3 chain, and join over to centre of next in- 
crease. This forms the arm hole. Work along to 
next increase and proceed in same manner for other 
arm hole. 

Turn, with 6 chain, and make 1 chain, 1 double 
treble (wool twice over needle) into every alternate 
stitch of last row, taking through both back and front 
threads. 

Turn, with 2 chain, and make 1 double crochet on 
each double treble, and 2 double crochet in all the holes 
between. 

Turn with 4 chain, and put .* 4 treble into first 
double crochet; draw the needle out, and put through 
first treble and the loop, and draw wool through both 
stitches; this forms a tuft. 1 treble in each of next 
two double crochet, and repeat from *. 

Turn, with 4 chain, and make 1 treble in every treble 
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of former row, and 1 treble in top of every tuft. Con- 
tinue these two rows IS or 20 times, or to whatever 
length the coat is required. 

FOR THE SLEEVE.— Make a tuft and 2 single 
treble all the. way round arm hole. There should be 
17 tufts. Work round as for skirt of coat, one row 
plain treble, and one row tufted tiW the 10th row of 
tufts ; then work 1 double crochet into all the treble 
stitches, omitting the tufted one. Make five more rows 
of double crochet, taking up both threads, and finish 
with an edging of 1 double crochet *. Miss 1, and 
put 2 treble, 2 double treble, 2 treble all into the next 
double crochet; miss 1, and put 1 double crochet into 
next. Repeat from *. 

THE COT. EAR. — Make 1 double crochet into every 
treble, and 2 double crochet into hole between. Turn, 
and work the same as for sleeve and body, except in- 
creasing at four corners, where increase was made in 
yoke for shoulder, by putting 1 treble between each of 
the treble as well as over them in each row, and in 
the following row make 5 tufts over the space occu 
pied by three in former tufted row. 

Finish off with edging, the same as on sleeves all 
round coat and collar. Run ribbon through neck and 
under voke. 


No. 36.— KNITTED COAT. 

For a child from 1 to 2.} years. 

MATERIALS.— 4-ply Zephyr wcol. No. 8 wooden 
needles, pointed at both ends, and No. 10 steel needles. 

Using steel needles, cast on 88 stitches. 

First ROW.- -Plain, then knit in ribbing of 2 plain, 
2 purl, for 4 rows, 

Next ROW. — Slip 1. **wool twice over needle, 
kr.il 2 together, repeat from ** to end of row with 
last stitch plain. 

Next ROW. — Knit the stitch and purl the loop to 
end of row. 

Next 4 ROWS.- Ribbing of 2 plain. 2 purl. 




Next ROW.- Knit ‘28. 

Next ROM . — Turn and knit 1 purl, 1 four times 


Next ROW. — Purl 1, knit 1 four limes. Repeat 
these 2 rows until there are 30 rows in little strap. 
Cast off. 

This is the right front of neck ami shoulder strap. 
Begin again at neck and knit 40. Turn and knit 
backward and forward on 8 stitches to form the other 
shoulder strap as before. 

Begin again at neck and knit the final 20 stitches. 
Turn. 

Next ROW . -Knit 4, then purl 2, knit 2 to end of 
row. Pick up l(i stitches on the side of little strap. 

Next ROW.— Turn and purl 2, knit 2 until you 
reach the last 4 stitches, knit these plain. Continue 
knitting 2 plain, 2 purl, rev rsing every third row, so 
that the work is in blocks of 2 plain over 2 plain, and 
2 purl over 2 purl, and then vice versa. Knit the four 
stitches at front of yoke plain all the time. 

Work in this way until there are 32 rows from tin- 
neck hand. Cast on 4 stitches at end of last row to go 
under arm. Leave these stitches on the needle or 
place them on a spare one, and knit the other front of 
yoke exactly the same. 

For the back pick up Hi stitches on one strap, knit 



across neck and |)ick up stitches on other -trap, and 
knit in blocks of 2 purl, 2 plain, until the same length 
a ; fronts, adding 4 stitches at end in last row. 

Now using the wooden needles, begin at left front 
with the wrong tide of work towards you, and purl 
all the stitches onto one needle. 

Next ROW’.- Slip 1, **wool twice over needle, knit 
2 together, repeat front ** to end of row, with last 
stitch plain. 

Next ROW’. Slip 1, (hen knit the stitch and purl 
each loop to end of row. 

Next ROW .— Slip 3, then knit 1, and make 1 (by 
knitting first into front and then into back of stitch) 
in even' st itch to end. with last stitch plain. 

Next ROW. — Knit 7. purl to last 7, which knit plain. 

Next ROW’. — Knit 7, then knit 2 together until last 
7. which knit plain. 

Next ROW . Knit 7, then knit the next stitch, then 
the loop between this and the next, and continue knit- 
ting first a stitch and then a loop until last 7 stitches, 
which knit plain.

THE SLEEVES. — Cast on 51. First Row plain. 
2nd Row purl. 

Third ROW.- Slip 1. knit 1, knit 2 together to last 
stitch, which knit plain. 

4th ROW.- Slip 1, knit 1, then knit the loop, and 
then the stitch to end of row. 

Repeat the last 4 rows 11 times. 

Next ROW". — Using steel needles, slip E **wool 
twice over needle, knit 2 together, repeat from ** to 
end of row. 
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Next ROW. — Slip 1, then knit the stitch and purl 
the loop to end of row. 

Now 8 rows of ribbing, 2 plain, 2 purl, and cast off. 
Sew up sleeves and attach to arm holes. 

Sew up sides of coat and thread ribbon at neck, 
vokc, and cuffs, to tie. Sew buttons on front.

MATERIALS. — I ply wool. No. 10 steel needles. 

Cast on 44 stitches. 

Work in ribs of 2 plain and 2 purl for 12 rows. 

Knit 2 rows all plain ; then commence the shaping 
for the Knee. 

Knit 28, turn and knit 12, turn and knit 13, turn and 
knit 14, turn and knit 15. 

Continue in this manner, knitting one stitch extra 
each row until all the stitches are worked on to the 

one row again. 

Knit 6 rows plain, with no shaping. 

Next Row. — Knit 14, purl 2, knit 2, four times, knit 
14. 

Next Row. — Knit 14, purl 2, knit 2, four times, knit 
14. 
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Next Row. — Knit 14, knit 2, purl '2. four times, knit 
14. 

Next Row.- — Knit 14, knit 2 , purl 2 . four times, knit 

14. 

Repeat these hist rows 4 times- then decrease 
once at beginning and end of next row. otherwise re 
peating the pattern rows. 

Decrease at beginning and end of every 6th row 
until there are only -18 stitches on the needle. 

Knit 18 rows without decreasing, then divide the 
stitches for the instep flap. 

Knit .14 plain, then on the next .12 stitches work the 
pattern for 14 rows, keeping the squares in proper order 
with those above. 

Cast off the 12 stitches. 

Commence again with the needle mi which the first 
13 stitches are already knitted, and continue the work, 
taking up 7 stitches along first side of instep piece 
12 stitches across toe, 7 stitches along other side of 
instep, and the 13 stitches left on needle at the first. 
It makes it easier to use a third needle here, putting 
the 12 toe stitches on it. Knit backward and forward 
for f) rows. Cast off and sew up back of leg. A small 
strap of elastic may be sewn to each side of instep- 
to go under foot. 


No 3 8— KNITTED GAITER. 

(Not Illustrated.) 

A 1 ATKR I A I ,S. — I ply fingering wool. No. 10 st eel 
needles. 

Cast on 56 stitches, and knit 12 rows in ribs of 2 
plain, 2 purl. 

Next three Rows. — 1’lain. 

16th ROW.— Knit 46, turn, slip 1. knit 1. knit 2 to- 
gether, knit 31, turn. Slip 1, knit 1, knit 2 together; 
knit 30. Turn: slip 1, knit 1, knit 2 together, knit 29. 
Turn : slip .1, knit 1, knit 2 together, knit 28. Proceed 
in this way till there are only 6 centre stitches. This 
forms the shaping for the knee. 
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Now begin the leg part. Pick up and knit all the 
stitches on the left side of knee gusset; then knit the 
10 stitches which were left on the needle; turn, knit 
all along, and pick up the stitches on right side of 
gusset, knit the 10. stitches left on needle, when you 
will have 56 stitches on the needle as before. 

Knit next two rows plain. 

THE PATTERN.— 1st ROW.—* Knit 3, purl 1, 
and repeat from *. 

2nd ROW. — * Knit 1, purl 3, repeat from *. 

3rd ROW. — * Purl 1, knit 1. repeat from *. 

4th ROW.— Like 3rd. 

5th ROW.— Like 1st. 

6th ROW.- Like 2nd. 

Repeat these six rows S times. Then decrease for 
ankle. 

Knit 2 together at the beginning and end of every 
fourth row. Repeat this 5 times. There will now be 
46 stitches on the needle. 

Now knit 4 rows plain, then knit 14 rows of ribbing, 
1 plain, and 1 purl, which brings you to the heel. For 
this knit the first 11 stitches in 1 purl, 1 plain, for X 
rows. Cast off 10 stitches, pick up and knit 5 stitches 
by the side of heel flap, and rib, to end of row. 

Now knit 11 stitches in the same rib of purl and 
plain for 8 rows to form the other side of heel. Cast 
olt 10, and pick up and purl 5 stitches by side of the 
heel flap ; rib all but last 6 stitches, and purl these for 
heel gUSSCt. 

Knit 5, knit 2 together, rib all along to last 7 stitches 
of these ; knit 2 together, knit 5 for other heel gusset. 

Next ROW. Purl 6, rib all along, and purl last 6. 
Turn. Knit 4, knit 2 together, rib all along to last 6, 
knit 2 together, knit 4. 

Continue in this way decreasing at each side until 
all the heel flap stitches arc worked off. Rib the re- 
maining stitches backwards and forwards, until foot 
flap is the desired length, and cast off. Sew up the 
bade evenly on the wrong side, and sew a piece of 


elastic on each side of instep to pass under the foot. 
Make the other gaiter exactly tile same. 

No, 3 K— INFANT’S SHAWL. 

MATERIALS.- — if skeins of 4 ply and G skeins of 
2 ply wool. Large vulcanite hook. 



Make a chain about one yard and a quarter long 
Take up first 4 chain, making five stitches on needle, 
draw wool through all together, one chain (this is 
called star stitch). Take up one stitch in eye of star 
made by the one chain, the next stitch at back of last 
stitch on former star and 2 stitches on next 2 chain, 
draw through all five, one chain. Repeat to end of 
chain. Turn, with 2 chain. 

Make one double crochet in every stitch, taking up 
both threads. 

Repeat these two rows till piece of work is square. 
It will be about one yard and a quarter. 

Take the fine wool for border, and make double 
crochet all round shawl with three stitches at each 
corner. Make 1 tr. 1 ch. 1 tr. into first D.C. * 1 tr. in 
next 1 tr. 1 ch. I tr. in next. Repeat front *, increas- 
ing at each corner to keep work square 

Once more round the same as last, keeping single 



treble on top of single treble, then - tr. 1 cli. 2 tr. into 
centre of group, and 1 tr. on top of 1 tr. Next round 
the same except put I d< uble crochet instead of Itr. 

LAST ROW- 7 double treble (wool twice over 
needle) into centre of group and 1 d.c. on double 
crochet. Make one row of double crochet with the 
silk on every stitch. This adds greatly to the beauty 
of shawl, but may be left off if desired. 


No. 10 — KNITTED BOOTIE. 



MATERIALS. — Andalusian wool and No. 12 steel 
needles. 

Cast on 20 stitches. 

Knit first row plain. 

2nd ROW. — Slip first stitch always. Increase by 
knitting 2 into second stitch, and knit plain to end of 
row. Repeat 2nd row until you have 31 stitches on 
needle. Knit 1 row plain. Then decrease at beginning 
of each row by knitting 2nd and 3rd stitches together 
until you have only 20 stitches on needle. This forms 
the sole. Cast on 7 extra stitches for heel, and knit 
12 rows, increasing 1 at beginning of toe end, but keep- 
ing heel straight. You will have 33 stitches on needle. 
Cast off 14 st, at heel end: knit 1 , purl 1 , four times: 
knit last 11 plain. 

Knit 11 plain, 1 purl, 1 plain, to end of row. Ke- 
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peat these two rows 8 times, then at heel end cast on 
14 stitches, and knit plain, decreasing at beginning of 
toe end until you have only 27 stitches left. Cast oft' 
loosely. This forms the shoe. 

For the sock take up all the stitches around top, you 
will have 36 on needle. Knit three rows plain. Next 
tow knit 1, * wool over needle, slip 1, knit 2 together. 
Repeat from * to end of row. 

Knit three rows plain. 

Knit 1, purl 1, to c.nd of row. 

Repeat this row until sock is as long as you wish. 
(24 rows is quite long enough), taking care the purl 
and plain stitches are reversed, not worked in ribs. 

Knit 4 rows plain, and in casting oft’ knit 2, then 
make a chain as in crochet of 4 stitches, then cast oft 
3 stitches, 4 chain again, and cast off 3 more to end of 
row. 

Sew up, making pointed parts fit together, and draw- 
ing the straight centre part of toe tightly together. 
Run ribbon through holes. If liked, a row of single 
crochet may be worked all round outline of shoe. 


No. 4 l —BABY’S BOOTIE (Knitted). 


MATERIALS. — Andalusian wool. No. 12 steel 
needles. 

Cast on 47 stitches. • ■ 
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1st ROW.- — Knit plain. 

2nd ROW. — Slip 1, knit 1, and make 1 in next stitch, 
knit 20, knit 1 and make one in next stitch, knit 1 plain, 
knit 1 and make .1 in next stitch, knit to end, making 

1 in stitch before the last. 

3rd ROW. — Knit plain. 

4th ROW. — Slip 1, knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch 
knit 22, knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch, knit 1 plain, 
knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch, knit to end making 1 
in stitch before last. 

5th ROW.— Plain. 

(1th ROW. — Slip 1, knit 1 and make .1 in next stitch, 
knit 24, knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch, knit 3 plain, 
knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch, knit to end, making 1 
m stitch before last. 

7th ROW.— Plain. 

^tli ROW. — Slip 1, knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch, 
knit 26, knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch, knit 1 plain, 
knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch, knit to end making 1 
in stitch before last. 

9th ROW— Plain. 

10th ROW. — Slip 1, knit 1 and make .1 in next stitch, 
knit 28, knit 1 and make 1 in next Stitch, knit 1 plain, 
knit 1 and make 1 in next stitch, knit to end making 1 
in stitch betore last.

Cast on 8 stitches for the heel and continue in 
plain knitting, increasing one at the beginning of the 
toe end, until there are 38 stitches on the needle. 

Now cast off 18 stitches at the heel end, and knii I, 
purl 1, 4 times, knit 12 plain. 

Returning, knit 12. and pur! I. knit 1, four times. 

Repeat these two rows nine times. Returning the 
tenth time, knit plain all the way. Cast on 18 and knit 
plain, decreasing at toe end only until there are 32 left 
on the needle.

Make 22 ch., turn and work l double crochet in each 
stitch, all dow : n side: 3 D.C. in last stitch, then work 
down other side of chain, turn. 

Make 1 D.C. in each back loop, for 
5 stitches then make 3 D.C. in one stitch, 1 D.C. each 
in next, 2 stitches, 3 D,C. in next, 1 D.C. each in next 

2 stitches, 3 D.C. in next, and 1 D.C. in each stitch 
to end of row ; turn with 1 ch. Begin by taking up back 
thread of first stitch, and repeat, increasing by making 

3 D.C. in centre of each increase of former row until 
there are twelve ribs ; break off thread. Make 36 ch. 
then join into back thread and work all round bib un- 
til the opposite side is reached, then make 36 ch. Turn 
with 1 ch. and w r ork 1 D.C. into each stitch, increasing 
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at points as before. Turn with 3 ch. Make 1 ch. 1 tr. 
all round to opposite end. Turn with 4 ch. Make 3 
D. tr. (thread twice over needle), into each space. 
Turn with 3 ch. and make 1 tr. -in centre of each 3 tr., 
1 ch., and repeat. Turn with 1 ch. and make 2 D.C. 
in each space. Turn 1 D.C. in back of each thread, 
as before.

MATERIALS. — Brilliant cotton, or knitting silk. 
Fine steel hook. 

Make 200 chain. 

1st ROW. — 1 D.C. into each chain, and break off 
cotton. 


2nd ROW. — Miss 70 D.C.. and make 1 d.c. into 
next 59 d.c,, working always into the back thread; 

turn. 

3rd ROW— 1 D.C. in each of 29 D.C. ° 
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into next 11 D.C., into remaining 29 D.C., turn. 

4th ROW, — * 1 D.C. into each of 9 D.C., 1 raised 
dot (4 tr. drawing through top 4 stitches all at once). 
Repeat from * once, 1 D.C. into next 9 D.C., 3 D.C. 
into next. I D.C. into each of next 9 D.C,, 1 raised 
dot, 1 D.C, into next 9 D.C.. 1 raised dot, 1 D.C. in 
next 9 D. C. 

Repeat this row, putting the dots every fourth row, 
increasing every row by making 3 D.C. in middle 
stitch of 3 D.C.. until you have nine rows of dots.

BORDER. — Begin without breaking off cotton, 
and make 1 tr. into every alternate stitch, with 2 cli. 
between all round entire bib. making 2 or more tr. 
divided by 2 ch. at all corners. Join with a slip stitch 
and break off. 

2nd ROW. — This row dhes not go round neck. Be- 
gin at last hole at back of bib, and make 3 (r, into every 
hole of 2 ch. with 2 ch. between ; turn. 

3rd ROW. — 3 tr. into every hole of 2 chain with 2 
ch. between. Turn. 

4th ROW — 1 tr. into every hole and also centre of 
every 3 tr., making l ch. between each tr., always in- 
creasing at all corners. 

5th ROW. — Go on without turning all round bib. 
Slip stitch into 1st hole; make 3 chain, 3 tr., slip stitch 
into next hole all the way round. 

Sew ribbon strings to tie or put button and loop as 
preferred. 

No. 4 8— BABY’S SECOND STAYS. 

These stays are suitable for child of one year and 
upwards. 

MATERIALS. — 4 ply wool and fine bone crochet 
needle. 
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Commence with 5 chain. 

1st ROW. — 1 double crochet into each stitch, taking 
the stitch through the back thread only all through the 
work. Increase 1 at beginning of each of the next 3 
rows, when there will be eight stitches. Work the 
next 8 rows without increasing. 

Then increase 1 on every row at both sides of the 
work, until there are 24 stitches in the row. 



Then increase. 1 at beginnLng>.of the top side of stays 
till there are 44 stitches, leaving the lower end straight 
— work 20 rows of double crochet without increasing, 
then decrease 1 stitch each top row to form the arm 
hole, till there are 36 stitches left. Turn at lower end 
and work 10 double crochet, 16 chain, miss 16 double 
crochet, and work 10 double crochet. Turn and work 
10 double crochet, 16 double crochet into the chain, 
and 10 double crochet. Continue the double crochet, 
but increase at beginning of each top row until there 
are 44 stitches again, 

Make the next 42 rows without increase. 

Decrease 1 at beginning of each top row for opposite 
arm bole, till there are only 36 stitches, then increase 1 
each top row until there are 44 stitches again. Now 
work 20 row's of double crochet without increase, then 
decrease 1 stitch at top until there are only 24 in row. 
Then decrease I stitch at both sides of the work until 
onlv 8 remain. 
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Work 8 rows without decrease, then decrease 1 each 
side till only 5 remain, and break off. Work 1 double 
crochet firmly all round side opening. Sew on ribbon, 
shoulder straps, and ribbon ties on each end of stays. 

No’ 4 9— FIRST STAYS FOR BABY. 



MATERIALS. —Baldwin’s 4 ply wool, and fine bone 
needles. 

Cast on 40 stitches. 

1st ROW.— Plain, 

2nd ROW'— Purl. 

3rd ROW'. — Knit 2,,‘wpol over the needle, knit 2 
together, knit plain to the end of the row. By putting 
the wool over the needle to make a stitch, and knitting 
the next 2 stitches together, you make a larger hole in 
the knitting without increasing the number of stitches 
on your needle. This makes a fancy edge along the 
top of the stays, 

4th ROW.- — Plain. 

5th ROW- — Knit 2, wool over the needle, knit 2 to- 
gether, purl to the end of row. 

6th ROW ,r .— Purl to 4 stitches from the end of the 
row. Knit these plain. 

Repeat from the 3rd Row 8 times. 

Continue in the same way, working from the 3rd 
row only alter the commencement of the top row to 
make the arm hole. 

38th ROW. Knit I, knit 2 together, wool over 
needle, knit 2 together, knit to end of row. Each of 
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the top rows up to the 57th must he commenced in this 
way. 

58th ROW'.- Like 6th. Repeat from 3rd to 6th rows 
twice. Then increase at top. to complete arm hole. 

67th ROW.- Knit 2. wool over needle, knit to end 
of row. Increase each top row in this manner to 86th 
,'OW. 

87th ROW . — Like 6th row. Repeat from 3rd to 6th 
row 14 times. 

Repeat from the 39th to 87th row to form other arm 
hole. 

Repeat from 3rd to 6th row 9 times, and east oft. 
Make shoulder straps of ribbon, and sew on three nar- 
row ribbons each side of back to tie. These strings 
should be sewn on about two inches from the edge at 
one side, so that the stays will overlap, or may be al- 
tered to fit the babv. 


No. 5 0— INFANT’S BINDER. 



MATERIALS, 2 ply, and 3 ply woo!. Xu. 14 steel 
needles. 

Cast on 118 stitches, with 2 ply wool, 36 on each 
needle. 

Knit 2 plain, 2 purl, for twenty rows, l ake 3 ply 
wool, and knit plain for forty rows, then 2 ply again, 
and knit 20 rows, 2 plain, and 2 purl. Cast off loosely
